road, Belfast, a retited shipyard daughtsman, 
was given in the Northern High Court yester- 
day before Mr. Justice Brown, when a peti- 
tion to have Mr. Connell declared a person of 
unsound mind and incapable of managi 

himself and his affairs was further For, 

William F, Hanbidge, hall porter. of the 
Ivanhoe Hotel, London, described a scene in 
the hotel in May, 1922, when Mr. Connell 
flourished a blackthorn, and said to witness, 
“II knock your brains out if you don’t find 
my hat.” The hat was found in the smoke- 
room after he had given witness £1 to buy 
another. 

Charles Frederick Redmond, of the ‘head 
office of Lloyd's Registry of Shipping, stated 
that Mr. Connel! visited the office and tried 
to force monev on those around him. The 
money rolled all over the floor, 

Sergeant George Grey said that in New- 
castle-on-Tyne Mr, Connell] said that he had 
a number of telegrams to send off, and wanted 
witness to go to the post office with him. say- 
ing. “TI am lord of the manor and of Royal 
birth.” Mr. Connell then waved his hand, 
end said he would exterminate all Orangemen. 
Then, after a burst of laughter. he added, that 
he would exterminate the Catholics. too. 

Dr. Robert Boyd, Holywood road, Belfast, 
testified that he signed the certificates for Mr. 
Connell’s admission to Purdysburn on the 
17th June, 1922, and on the 6th July, 1923. 
When offered a cigarette, Mr. Connell broke 
is in two, and, handing one portion to witness, 
he said, '' Take that in your hand, and say 
after me.” Mr Connell quoted the Bible, 
Shakespeare, and Burns very fluently. Witness 
then went into the house, and found broken 
furniture lying about in all directions. 

“KILLED POLICEMEN.”’ 

Constable William John Gooding, of the 
airhe Police, stated that Mr. Connell, 
when he was removed from the hotel later in 
the day, said, “I have had lots of fights with 
police. In fact, in Ireland I have killed police- 
men.”’ 

Coufisel—Did you then make any remark to 
the other constable! 

Witness—I said to the other constabie, 
**Hold on tight.” (Laughter.) 

Dr. R. T Taylor, of the Holborn Institute, 
London, stated that Mr. Connell, when 
brought to that institution on the 5th May, 
1922, talked about truth, his brain, and re- 
ligion, and declared that he was showing up 
the weakness of the British Constitution. 

On another occasion Mr, Connell sent wit- 
ness á wire asking him not to visit his wife 
again, and saying, '' She is an old fraud and 
shams sick.’’ 

Dr. Adams, Belfast, said that on 17th June, 
1921, he saw Mr. Connell, who said that he 
had a great military project in hand—to 
fortify Belfast from Purdyburn, and that 
Purdyburn was to be the base. 

Miss, Eleanor M‘Court, assistant in Strand- 
town Post Office, said that on the 4th July, 
1922, Mr. Connell demanded a private room 
in which te write his telegrams, and when told 
he could not have it struck the counter 
violently with a riding crop, and threw the 
scales at witness. Mr. Connell later com- 
pensated her for the injury with a giit of 


NOTES FOR SOLDIERS. 

William Weir, ticket collector on the Great 
Northern Railway, stated that Mr. Connell 
was a first-class passenger from Dublin on 
the 20th May, 1925, When the train reached 
Skerries he called over the soldiers on duty, 
handed out a bundle of Treasury notes, and 
told them to drink his health. 

Mr. Murphy—TI suppose they were glad to 
receive the money! Certainly, 

Was Mr. Connell talking quietly? He 
seemed to be a little exieted. 

Proceeding, witness stated—“The incident 
attracted my attentian and I kept him under 
ubservation. At Drogheda station he handed 
out notes and silver to soldiers; At Dundalk 
he handed out notes to soldiers and tore up 
a note. He cursed the money, and said it 
was the money that had him as he was. He 
shouted “ God save Ireland, for God alone 
can do it. ’ 

Elizabeth Barnfather, who was in attend- 
ance as night nurse on Mrs. Connell, gave 
evidence regarding the attitude of Mr. one 
nell, who was very exicted, and banged doors 
and flung pots about. 

Peter Conlan, telegraphist, General Post 
Office, Belfast. stated that Mr. Connell was 
in the habit of sending off lengthy messages. 
It was his custom to deposit as much as £20 
at a time to pay for these wires. On one vc- 
vasion he had not paid for some telegrams, 
and when it was suggested that he should pay 
for them he threw two rolls of notes, repre- 
senting £34 10s., at witness. 

Mr. Murphy, K.C., read a number of tele- 
graphic messages, all of which were signed, 
'” Connell of Sonoma.” 

His opening salutation in a telegram to a 
local gentleman was: ‘‘Have you any idea 
what an ass of a blighting idiot you were 
when you talked and swanked to me. last 
night”? 

Wiring to a military gentleman he stated 
in the course of a lengthy telegram: “1 wish 
I could use soine of the language current on 
the lower deck (port side). It is beautiful, 
absolutely beautifu!, and hits you off pat." 

Dr. M. J. Nolan, Medical Superintendent of 
Downpatrick Asylum, gave evidence that he 
found Connell to have lost all sense of self- 
contro) in consequence of long, continued 
excitement. He suffered from periodical 
delusions, and was now insane. 

Dr. Calwell said Connell 
chronic mania.

Laurence O'T« 'e's Club, Depnty Vice-Chair-

President Cosgrave replied that Major- 
General Prout was one of the officers who 
had been demobilised by the Army Council 
within the past fortnight. 

Mr. Mulcahy said that he thought that a 
most regrettable matter. Major-General 
Prout had been made the butt of an attack 
by a none too sober and none too industrious 
section in the country. It was a most dis- 
concerting matter that an officer of Majov- 
General Prout’s record and service during the 
last eighteen months or two years should find 
himself now demobilised ; and he hoped it was 
not over a quailing on the part of the Army 
authorities or the Executive Council to wrong 
influences on the one hand, and also that 
it was not the pag ray of a new policy that 
disclosed itself in the Army inquiry—” after 
the Army Council, the General Officers Com- 
manding.’’ 

Mr. McGrath asked what efforts had been 
made to ascertain where the information pub- 
lished by the Jndependent had come from. 
There was, in spite of the President's definite 
denial, some truth in the information pub- 
lished that day, as far as his knowledge went. 
There were people deliberately going round 
and spreading these rumours, and he had im 

lored the authorities to try and get at the 

ttom of it. The same thing had occurrerd 
within the past few days in regard to him- 
self and rumours of a coalition, The Execu- 
tive Council's secret service agents would be 
better employed in getting to the bottom of 
those activities than in following him and 
members of his party. (Laughter.) 

PRESIDENT’S DENIAL. 

President Cosgrave said that, as regarded 
secret service men following Mr. McGrath or 
members of his party, there was no such 
activity on the part of the Government, to 
his knowledge or that of the Executive 
Council. 

Mr. McGrath retorted that that was not 
the first thing within the past week that the 
President had admitted he had no knowledge 
of, while it was a fact. 

"- Mr: Muleahy said that, in view of the 
demobilisation of Major-General Prout and 
other things which had been happening, it 
was very queer that all the insistence should 
be on journalistic indiscretions. 

President Cosgrave said that he was pre- 
pared to give the Dail the names of the other 
officers, but they would appear in the /ime 
Oifigiuu. None of those cases was political, 
and there had been no departure from what 
was the rule, he believed, in other countries, 
that such recommendations should come from 
the Army authorities. ) 

Mr. Mulcahy again rose to speak, when

THE BOUNDARY. 
PROTEST AGAINST DELAY. 


Mr. Milroy proposed the motion of which 
he had given notice, and which read as 
follows :— 

That Dail Eireann expresses dissatisfac- 
tion with the course pursued in dealing with 
Article 12 of the Treaty, and calls upon the 
Exeentive Connell to cease | iii moms in 
any further negotiations regarding the matter, 
pending the setting up of the Boundary Com- 
mi-s‘ov: and, further, calls upon the Executive 
Council to fix a limit to the fime to which 
it wil assent in the constituting of the 
Cainmission ; 

Mr. Milroy disclaimed any intention to 
make that a motion of c:nsure on the Execu- 
tive, and said that he was raising the ques- 
tion rather with the intent‘on of SHE 
their hands. He thought that it was high 
time that a protest should go forth from the 
Dail—an emphatic protest—against the Jon: 
series of evasicns on the part of Britain in 

rd to Aiticle 12 of the Treaty, and also a 
disclaimer of any responsibility for a con- 
tinuance of the delav which those evasions 
had involved. They had kept full faith with 
Britain, at a terrible cost in blood and money, 
and it was time that they gave some indica- 
tion that they intended to keep faith equally 
well with those of their peop'e in the Six 
Counties, even at the price of a little plain, 
“on. talk with the spokesnen of Great 

tain. we 

It was now two years since tne Articles of 

ment for a Treaty were signed in 

London, eighteen months since Article 12 be- 


came operative, and almost twelve months: 
il since the representative of the Free State on 


the Boundary Commission was - inted, 

Yet they had not come definitely to grips with 

the catrying cut of Article 12, ‘ without

ig despatch of 15th March last—“ the.

“T'goods "’ 


Every move in the game had been to the 
disadvantage of the Saorstaet. Those who in 
the North-East had been dispvting the 
validity of the Treaty had heen using the 
time to their own advantage and to the dis- 
advantage of their political opponents, and 
had been creating a position which set up 
difficulties that did not exist at the signing of 
the Treaty. The British Parliament made no 
remonstrance when, in direct contravention 
oi cue of its enactments, the. North-East 
Parliament passed a series of laws imposing 
disabilities on aceount of religious beliefs. 

He went on to cay that he did not question 
the competence of the British Government to 
seek information from any quarter to elucidate 
what appeared to them is te a constitutional! 
dilemma. What was really of serious concern 
to the Dail was how it affected the Saorstat. 
When the British Premier stated that the 
Judicial Committee, to which he looks for 
guidance, would not sit until July, the delay 
involved was one that could not be ignored. 
If Clause 12 of the Treaty were not carried 
out it would be necessary for the Free State 
to revise its Constitut:on. 

He objected to the attitude apparently 
taken up by the British Premier and M1. 
Thomas, that Britain was the ke*per of the 
ring in which two Irish factions were having 
a row. Their róie was not that of the 
benevolent peacemaker; their task was to 
contribute their share by adhering to the 
undertaking given in the Treaty, 

He did not intend his motion as one of 
censure upon the Executive Council, and not 
a word of what he had said could be so con- 
strued. But he believed that the time had 
come when it should be made perfectly clear 
that they were not going to stand any more 
unnecessary delay. "The talking must finish 
and the question must be dealt with. His 
motion would revive the hopes of those in 
the North who were beginning to think that 
there would be no Boundary Commission and 
that they had been betrayed by the Saorstat. 
If those who shared with the Saorstat re- 
sponsibility for Article 12 of the Treaty did 
not honour their agreement, the shame would 
be theirs; but it might make a change in the 
relations between the two countries, while not 
impeding in the slightest degiee the march of 
the nation to ultimate freedom in the fullest 
sense of the word. 


DELIVER “THE GOODS,” 


Mr. McCabe seconded the motion. He con- 

sidered that every day lost in putting into 
effect that vital clause of the Treaty would 
be counted to their cost from the national, 
economic and financial point of view. . The 
appointment of a Judicia] Committee brought 
the matter of delay to a head, and was 
one of a long series of quibbles, ‘The delay 
would continue until the people of the Free 
State demanded that Clause 12 of the Treaty 
be put into operation, What mattered to 
them was when “the goods ' promised by 
England were to be delivered. It was vital 
to them that any territory in the Northern 
area which was to be the subject of inquiry 
by the Boundary Commission should be 
settled at once and for all time. The condi- 
tions. in those areas were such that, if there 
was any further postponement of the putting 
into operation of Article 12, the time would 
come when they would lose such areas. 

Northern Unionists claimed that they 
securing a majority in disputed areas. if 
he had control of the County Councils, wit 
all the privileges of patronage and a “' Black 
and Tan” organisation behind him, he could 
do the same. That was whet was obtaining 
in the border counties. 

They did not want to see the struggle 
between Northern and Southera Ireland per- 
petuated. It was in the interests of both 
parts of the country that the boundary ques- 
tion should be settled immediately. As long 
as they had an open sore there would be no 
peace in Ireland. He would like to see a 
time limit put on the delivery of “ the 
romised in Article 12 of the Treaty. 
t would be a disastrous thing if the opere- 
tion of the Article were indefinitely rost- 
poned. If it was not givea effect, some of 
them had made up their minds to a very 
definite course. They would not say what 
that was, but it would not benefit the Treaty 
nor improve the relations between Great 
Britain and Ireland. It might mean an in- 
terruption of the free assoviation between the 
two countries, and would be disastrous to 
both. If the Tresty was not given effect in 
its entirety within a certain period, they had 
made up their minds to adopt a certain course 
of action, come what might. 


THE COUNCIL OF IRELAND. 


Mr. Johnsot proposed an amendment, 
which, he said, was a vote of censure on the 
Executive Council, because that Council had 
failed to see that Article 12 of the Treaty 
was made operative Deputy Milroy had 
dealt, not with Article 12 of the Treaty, but 
with the proviso.

AUTHORITY QUESTIONED. 


Mr. Johnson denied that the Provisional 
Government had any right to enter into any. 
agreement or vary 
Treaty by postponing the operation of th 
Council of Ireland, or of transferring 
power in relation to diseases of avim2is, rail- 
ways, and fisheries. He wanted to know 
the Executive Council of the Free State bad 
entered into any undertaking or agreement 
with the Northern Government to postpone 
the operation of the Council of Ireland. If 
not, he asked, why was the Council. of Ireland 
not operating? Why had the Council of 
Ireland, in respect of railways, diseases of 
animals ,and fisheries not legislated? ‘\Vlhy 
had the Government acquiesced in the British 
Parliament legislating at present in respect of 
railways in Northern Ireland? 

In Article 12 they had a provision thai 
weuld ensure essential umity in the country at 
some future time 

There would be no authority functioning 
in respect of railways, diseases of animals, and 
fisheries in the six-countv area, and no 
authority with power to legislate, unless with 
the sanction of the Government of the Free 
State. They had there the instrument, the 
grip, and it was the fact that that was in 
the Treaty that enabled the Treaty to pass 
and be accepted. because in it there was the 
certainty of ultimate unity. He quoted 
from speeches o” Mr. Thomas Moles. M.P.; 
Captain Craig, M.P., and Mr. Winston 
Churchill {whon Secretary for the Colonies) 
to show that the same view was taken by 
those spea‘ers. | 

Reierrime to the acsreeinent entered into 
by the three Governments, he quoted from a 
speech by Mr. Ormsby-Gore as Under-Secve 
tary for the Colonies, on the second readinz 
of the Consequential Provisions Bil!, to the 
effect that the agreement was a variation ‘ of 
the Treaty. They had been contending that 
the Treaty in all its provisions and sections 
was sacred. 

A PRESENT, 

President Cosgrave—We still contend that. 
I make you a present of that point. 

Mr. Johnson, proceeding, said that it was 
a pity some public notice had not been taken 
of that very extraordinary and important 
statement by Mr. Ormsby-Gore. 

The Provisional Government had no 
authority to enter into negotiations for the 
variation of the Treaty. The only authority 
that could be claimed for it lay in the Go- 
venment of Ieland Act, 1920. which said that 
the Executive of the two Paliaments set up 
unde that Act might come to an agreement 
for postponing the transfer of powers It 
was for the members of the Provisional (Go: 
vernment to say whether they claimed that 
that Povisional Govenment was, in fact. the 
Parliament of the Southern Ireland of the 
1920 Act. Did they conform in fact with 
the requirements of the Ministry to be set 
up under that Act? If not, then they were 
not empowered to act under it in respect to 
any agreement as to delaying the transfer of 


powers. 
MORE IMPORTANT. 


The question of the enforcement of Article 
12 in respect to the setting up of the Council 
of Ireland, with the transfer of authority re- 
specting railways, contagious diseases of 
animals, and fisheries, so far as they related 
to Northern Ireland, to that’ Council was in- 
finitely more important than the fixing of the 
boundary between the two areas. It was 
desirable in every respect that there should 
be some time limit to the settlement of 
the boundary, but it was of comparatively 
slight concern where the boundary was if the 
Free State had given away rights which the 
Treaty guaranteed to it. If those rights were 
surrendered then partition was decided on, 
and the chances of unity were very much 
smaller. i 

Tf, there had been no protest against the 
action of the British Government in trying to 
legislate in respect of the railways in 
Northern Ireland, the Government, had given 
away the rights of the Saorstat under the 
Treaty, and the resolution ought to be turned 
into a vote of censure. | 

On the motion of President Coserave, the 
debate was adjourned till next Wednesday.
